Canada faces a great social pro¬ 
blem, namely, to make country life 
much more attractive than it has been 
in the past. Great progress has been 
made In that direction during the past 
decade. The motor car, good roads, 
the rural telephone and mail delivery, 1 
radio—all have made conspicuous con¬ 
tributions. The farmers through their 
co-operative instlutlons and by their 
unaided efforts, have taken 
mlgh\y si rides towards increased, ru¬ 
ral prosperity and contentment. The 
people of Canada should, how- 
assiduously cultivate "agrlcul- 
iral minded ness” and be acti vely 
sympathetic towards the efforts of the 
countryside to live the fuller life. That 
way only lies the path leading to a 
permanent agriculture. At present ru¬ 
ral life Is two generations behind the 
urban community In living conditions 
and the spectacular drift to the cities 
constitutes a demonstration against 
present inferior conditions of farm life 
compared with urban existence. 

The sarcastic ranting about the 
luto-riding” farmer and “back-to- 
tlie-buggy” should cease. We should, 
the contrary, rejoice over every 
ugw farm auto and be thankful for 
every additional farm home getting 
away from the agricultural slum status 
through the adoption of modern sani¬ 
tation. Unfriendly criticism of this 
nature has its moral effect upon the 
countryside and does its part in 
couraging the drift fiom country 
town, inevitably followed by seasonal 
unemployment with its concomitants 
—a lower wage scale and the further 
expatriation of • our splendid, young 
manhood, after bearing the not in¬ 
considerable burdens of the unproduc¬ 
tive period and lhe*cost of education. 

Aside from this, the present detach¬ 
ed, and often impatient, attitude of 
town towards countrywide cannot fail 
to further intensify the notorious 
political drift away from rural pro-, 
blem and towards centralization upon 
the more spectacular, urban Issues, In¬ 
cidental to the complex civilization of 
modern times.
